BURNING BRUSH TO PREVENT 
FOREST FIRES. 


When Mr. Sargent, in his paper on Forest 
Lands, read before the Massachusetts Board 
of Agriculture, last winter, suggested the pro- 
priety of burning over a wood lot after cut- 
ting it off, to prevent its getting on fire after- 
wards, some of the hearers were inclined to 
doubt the propriety of such an undertaking. 
The brush left on a wood lot from the trim- 
mings of the tops of the trees, together with 
the small underbrush, have usually been con- 
sidered of considerable value as a protection 
to the young sprouts that come up from the 
the trees. The

are harmless compared to a fire when it gets 
into a wood lot during a dry time in tlc vear.

So it has been recommended to g 
combustible rubbish and waste material into 
piles carly in spring, before the ground be- 
comes excessively dry, and care fully burn it 
to ashes. 

At the farm of Mr. Henry Grew of Iyde 
Park, we were shown a wood lot that was 
thus treated many years ago by the owner, 
after the wood had been cut and hauled away, 
and long before the new sprouts started from 
the stumps. It bold ex-

The fire was made early in spring, before 
there was danger of its becoming unmanage- 
able, and when warm weather came, the new 
sprouts came out and grew as well as if no 
fire had run over the stumps.

DRAINAGE AND IRRIGATION.

MUST WE LOSE THE PINES? 

The Peabody Academy of Science at Salem, 
through the kindness of Prof. Charles S. Sar- 
gent, has received, for distribution among the 
owners of woodlands in Essex county, one 
hundred copies of Prof. S. H. Scudder’s pa- 
per on the ‘Pine Moth of Nantucket,” re- 
cently published for the Massachusetts Socie- 
ty for the Promotion of Agriculture. This 
moth, (retinia frostrana, ) which has already 


done a vast amount of mischief on the Island | go )jars. 


of Nantucket, may find its way to the main- 
land, (where, as yet, it has not appeared,) 
when its ravages might not cease short of the 
entire destruction of pitch pines, and perhaps 
other species. ‘The eggs are deposited at the 
extreme tip of the bursting shoot in the 
spring, and the minute larva, immediately up- 
on hatching. eats its way down the centre of 
the young, growing branch, causing the leaves 
to turn yellow, and finally, by its numbers, 
killing the tree. The only remedy seems to 
be the hand picking of the attacked branches. 
It would be well for the owners of pine woods 
to observe their trees, and watch for indica- 
tions of this pest. Of course where large 
trees are attacked, the remedy suggested is 
useless, but with young trees it may be re- 
sorted to with success. Mr. Scudder’s paper 
fully describes this moth and allied species, 
and is illustrated by an excellent colored 
plate. Application may be made at the 
Academy for copies, which will be distributed 
gratis to owners of woodlands in the county.
